Lot widths are from 75 
to 160 feet and exceed minimum code require¬ 
ments. We plan to design a park for visual relief, 
an area left natural, and it will be deeded to the 
city. At the request of Arthur Kirk, now deceased, 
administrator of the estate, we will install a 6-ft. 
fieldstone wall around the estate. Fourteen oaks, 
four pines and five other trees will be relocated 
and we expect a loss of 10 percent of those trees.

The hands 
flex muscles

Beyond speaking, nothing communi¬ 
cates quite tike our hands. An angry fist, a 
thumbs up, or a peace sign need no ampti- 
fication. We can make friends or enemies 
by one motion of the hand, and most of 
us have done so. Some of us, however, 
come ctose to obtivion by such gestures. 
Two recent events make my point. 

The Northbound Pasadena Freeway is 
an otd but pteasant stretch of road, inter¬ 
esting homes, graffiti and greenery give 
commuters an easy transition to iife after 
work. There are a few who rush into iife 
after work. They are seen poking and prod¬ 
ding from tane to tane tooking for that im- 
possibie straight shot up the Arroyo. A iane 
change is too abrupt and a horn biares, 
then ioudiy spoken but unheard words are 
exchanged. Not enough. This guy has to 
get the point... so he gets the extended 
digit. The jaw fiexing and digit extending 
continues to an off-ramp. The offender 
breaks rubber in stopping and steps out 
with a tire iron in time to see the object of 
his vexation step out of his car with an axe 
handie. The portent of pain defuses the 
speed king and he gives one iast fiung 
digit and burns rubber in retreat. No poiice 
action, no bashed head, no feiony, no 
case. 

Episode number two is not so easiiy 
put away. A young man we’ii caii Aifred is 
driving with a friend on Ventura Bouievard. 
it is ciose to midnight. Unknown to them, 
a robbery has just occurred at a fast food 
restaurant on Reseda Bouievard. A car 
description is broadcast to poiice units 
in the area and two suspects are 
described as weii as the gun used in the 
robbery. Unfortunateiy, Aifred and friend 
are ciose to this iocation and their car 
cioseiy fits the description of the car used 
in the robbery. Aifred has done nothing 
wrong except he carries a targe Buck knife 
in his back pocket. 

Suddenty, red and btue tights ftash 
behind them. Aifred putts into a parking iot 
and, as he starts to get out, tries to stide 
the Buck knife into the seat crevice. The 
cop is yetting at him to get out and keep 
his hands exposed, but Aifred 
peeks toward the seat and sees a part of 
the knife stitt sticking out. He makes a finai 
push to conceat it. A shot is fired and 
Aifred takes a butiet in the shoutder. Ai- 
fred’s hand move was communication of 
the worst kind. The cop twice ordered — 
didn’t ask, ptead or request — ordered Ai¬ 
fred to get out and keep his hands where 
he couid see them. 

The right or wrong of that encounter 
is not what we’re dealing with right now. 
You can be sure a major investigation 
would take place and all aspects of the 
shooting evaluated. We can look into one 
facet of the encounter. The attitudes of 
Alfred and the cop. 

Alfred, when the police stop him, thinks 
they will find the knife and he’ll get into 
trouble. The cops, aware that this could 
very well be the armed robbery vehicle, 
order the occupants out and intend to neu¬ 
tralize any threat. Alfred’s repeated moves 
to conceal his knife alert them. Their 
eyes see his hand reach for something 
after being told to keep his hands clear. 
Alfred has communicated with his hands. 
It Isn’t generally known, then now is the 
time to make it so: Cops, when making 
vehicle stops, or dealing with events that 
have obvious dangers, want to see some¬ 
thing before anything else, a pair of 
hands. Hands that don’t reach for 
waistbands to throw away a lid of weed, 
that don't hide beer cans under seats 
arKl don't remain in jacket pockets because 
their owners “haven’t done anything 
wrong.’’ 

If some of us are still finding some 
sustenance in 1960s Confrontation Chow 
der, ws should change our diet. When a 
cop orders us to freeze, stop, or raise our 
hands, we should do so. if we are totally 
Innocent, and he put his foot in it, then 
we can get solace from the field sergeant 
or the watch commander. We shouldn't 
hold court In the field. 

The bottom llrte Is that many of us 
are doing provocative and very dangerous 
things In our hands ivhlle «ve are out ex¬ 
ercising the Great American Pastlnte — 
drfvlrtg arourKf In our cars. 

What we do or don't do with our 
nanda can sometimes take a situation 
totally out ot our hands, arnf It's tints to 
give that a little thought.

At a study session last Thursday. Sierra MaUi<. 
City C ouneilmembers decided to inform Wildan 
and Associates to produce or be replaced. 

The consulting firm was hired by the city to de¬ 
sign and structure a work plan for the parking lot 
that bottlers Mariposa on the south and the back 
area ol at least a do/en businesses on the north in 
mid-town on Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow shook his head 
when he said, “l.et’s give them a target date (of 
Ix’ginning work on the project) and I’d like to see them 
expand into Mrs. l.ce’s area (the eastern edge of the 
properties in question). At least talk with those 
people. I’d like to see some action between now 
and two vseeks only if they (Wildan) want the Job. I’d 
like to see some signed agreements (with property 
owners) and I’d like to see it on the agenda for the 
regular C it\ Council meeting in two 
weeks.” He added, “l or SHtHK) we have one picture 
and two photos.” 

The last target date for beginning the project, 
according to Wildan and Associates, was early 1989. 
.■Ml councilpersons agreed that this date was un- 
accpetable and that the work shoidd be started 
immediately with completion before the holiday 
season this year. 

Mayoi C 1cm Bartolai said, "The concern of the 
council is the time frame. What has not been doite? 
How can the work be expedited? I see a tenative 
time schedule hut no iiulication of dates when the 


work will be started.” 

Crow suggested that Ron Hutson, Main 
Street project coordinator, “be the go between and 
canvas all people in the area. He could lake the 
first step of contaeling the business and properly 
owners. Let’s get someone to do the work and get on 
with it.” 

Hutson said, “I’m accountable to the Main 
Street Steering Committee. If we (become involved 
in the Mariposa Parking Lot Project) it would lake 
away from the Main Street Program. Right now 
we’re intent on gelling the nonprofit status and 
the IRS lax exempt status. We want the Main 
Street project to be positive, not doing anything to 
endanger the Main Street Program. 

City Administrator Jim McRea added, “Then we 
need to tell Wildan that they are not doing a good 
job and to get busy and we need to ask Ron (Hutson) 
to help us out . . . We need to contact the property 
owners. 

McRea outlined action by the council: in 1987 
Wildan and Associates met with the council and in 
April of that year they presented a proposal for 
development of the parking lot. In September, 1987, 
the city called ownere’s meeting with Wildan. In late 
November Wildan and Associates brought conceptual 
drawings of the parking lot and at the March, 1988, 
meeting only one property owner showed up for 
the meeting.

A special Kindergarten 
Registration Day will 
be held on Wednesday, 
May 4 for children who 
plan to enter an Arcadia 
school for the first 
time in September of 
1988. Registration will 
be held from 9 a.m. to 
4 p.m. at Baldwin 
Stocker. Camino 
Grove, Highland Oaks, 
Holly Avenue, Hugo 
Reid and Longley Way 
Elementary Schools. 

Children born on or 
before Dec. 2, 1983 are 
eligible for September 
enrollment. 

State law requires 
that evidence of age must 
be verified at the time of 
registration by pre¬ 
senting any one of the 
following documents: 
a certificated copy of a 
birth record; a state¬ 
ment by the local regis¬ 
trar or county recorder 
certifying the date of 
birth; a baptismal certi¬ 
ficate duly attested; a 
passport; or when none 
of the foregoing is 
obtainable, an affidavit 
of the parent, guardian 
or custodian of the 
minor. 

State law also requires 
evidence of an up-to-date 
immunization record 


or signed statement 
requesting exemption 
for religious and health 
reasons. 

Parents who are not 
able to register their 
kindergarten child on 
May 4 are encouraged to 
do some any day after 
that, but prior to June 
30, at the elementary 
school in their attendance 
area.

The homes are between 3300 and 3700 square feet 
of living space only.” 


The architect, Tim Good, rebutted several ot 
the arguments against the project and said, con¬ 
cerning the trees, “We share that concern. It’s a 
plus to maintain them from the sales standpoint. 
Concerning the width of the street. With all 
things considered here, the positives outweigh the 
negatives in the 28-foot street.” 

Both Wilford Barnard and Lee Cline reponded 
negatively concerning the Ordinance No. 1038, 
which deletes two sections which permit an addi¬ 
tional dwelling unit within the R-l and R-2 zone 
under special conditions. 

Barnard, who owns a duplex and uses half of 
it for income, said, “If the ordinance is adopted, it 
will demoralize my emergency catastrophe plan 
of rebuilding my duplex. (The plan requests that 
additional dwelling uits by these sections would 
be reduced to a single unit. A single two-family 
dwelling with sidelines abutting R-3, R-P, C or M 
uses may not be used for two-family dwellings con¬ 
sisting of more than one lot or to be more than 
90 feet in width. A three-family or four-family 
dwelling with sideline lots of “C” or “M”’ should 
not be used for three- or four-family dwellings 
consisting of more than one lot or be more than 
90 feet in width.) 

Richard Wheeler said he believes the ordinance 
is too general and that it was developed for the 
wrong reasons. “Many of these second homes are 
substandard. The problem is thht you arc not 
opposed to the dwelling but to the types of second 
homes.” 

In any case, this hearing will also be con¬ 
tinued to May 10. And Mayor Pro Tern Bruce 
Crow suggested the city engineer come up with 
some rules that are more consistent. 

Crow also asked for “A priority study by the 
city yards to indicate where gas tax money can be 
used (in cleaning up some of the streets of Sierra 
Madre.) He said, “The pothole program was $8000 
on Grandview and $10,000 on four other streets.”

Sales of detached n 
homes declined 2.7 per- p 
cent from an annual rate F 
of 483,518 units in p 
January to an annual 
rate of 470,389 units r 
in February, the Associa*- t 
tion said. The figure rep- t 
resents the number of ( 
homes that would have i 
sold for the year if each t 
month’s sales equaled I 
the February rate and is I 
adjusted to account for i 
the seasonality of home i 
sales. 

Home sales for the 
month were down .1 
percent compared with 
February 1987, when 
470,857 homes closed 
escrow on a seasonally 
adjusted, annualized 
basis.

“There’s little ques¬ 
tion that the high 
median price of a de¬ 
tached home in many of 
the urban areas ol Cali¬ 
fornia is having a 
positive effect on 
condo sales,” said Singer. 
“Although the median 
condo price is moving 
up, it remains well within 
the range of large 
numbers of the slate’s 
first-time homebuyers.” 

The Unsold Invenlory 
Index for condominiums 
was virtually unehaiiged 
at 12.2 months in 
February, well below the 
15.9 month supply ol 
condominiums for sale 
in February 1987.
